CCC youth and friends are always 
welcome at CAFE 920. Here's the history 
of how it came to be. 

On October 4, 2009, Community 
Christian Church opened CAFE 920, a place 
for youth to gather, fellowship with one 
another, and enjoy a hot beverage. As the 
name suggests, CAFE 920 opens at 9:20am 
every Sunday morning before the 10am 
worship service in the youth room 
(downstairs in Thompson Hall). The name 
also recalls an important verse in the gospel of 
Luke where Jesus asks his disciples: "Who do 
you say that I am?" 

That question is an enduring aspect of our 
faith, stretching into our day and time. Who 
do we say that he is? CAFE 920 is designed to 
provide a comfortable, safe space where youth 
can converse about the shape of their daily 
lives while also exploring important 
questions of faith and meaning. This is not a 
structured, ordered space where 
conversations are programmed and answers 
outlined. Rather, CAFE 920 is an open, 
encouraging place fostering organic 
conversation and meaningful interaction. 

Peter thought that he knew what it meant 
to call Jesus the "Christ of God." That was his 
quick response to Jesus' question. But, as the 
story unfolds, we discover that it was Peter 
who would deny Jesus, and Peter who would 
experience "Christ" not as an exalted name 
for a kingly political ruler, but as the name of 
one who would be hung on a cross. Only in 
the midst of that confusion would the power 
of God's love revitalize the name "Christ" 
through the reality of resurrection. 

CAFE 920 was birthed from that 
important question posed to Peter and the 
disciples, but it also lives in the lessons 
learned from answers too quickly given. Who 
do we say that Jesus is? The Christ? In a 
relaxed environment, through talking to one 
another and enjoying fellowship, maybe we'll 
begin to taste what it means to call Jesus "the 
Christ." 
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
